In a paper on salmon read" by him at 
ti recent meeting of thu 15. C, Natural 
History Society, Mr. Aslidown (ireen 
said :- — 

Of the thirteen genera of the Salmonida 
known in North Anieiiea nine are rep- 
resented within tho limits of this pro- 
vince. These embrace tho eupeliii, oola- 
ehan, Hinelt, surf smell, salmon, trout, 
charr, grayling and whitaQsh. Beyond 
noticing the tact that the lirst four ho- 
long to the Saluioniiln of our waters, 1 
do not again propone lo refer to them, 
but will commence with a description ol 
our salmon, the largest, ami most valu- 
able from an economic point of view, of 
the family. The genetic nnuio of our 
salmon is Oneorhyucliaes, or hook nose. 
Why this personal reference to his nose 
should be mado I do not know, seeing 
that the same prominence of featuto is 
shiued by the male of the eastern salmon 
and trout during the breeding season, 
though in a leas marked degree. 

This gonus may bo readily distin- 
guished from that of Salrao by the 
length of the anal tin, the rays of which 
number from 13-16 rays, whereas the 
Salmo, that is, the trout and charr, havi 
but 9- 11'. It is rathor a curious fact 
thut a Russian named .Stellar, who first 
wrote about thsne fish 15<> years ago, 
should have named and described the 
live species of the genus exactly as they 
ore now known. .Since his time no loss 
than thirty-five species have been named 
by modern writers, their descriptions, 
correct, perhaps, 08 far as they went, 
being of the same fish in different stages 
of age, sex or sexual development. 

There are five species of 1'acific salmon. 

choniea- Quinn-.it, spring Salmon, Ty- 
hoe. 

nerke -The sook-oyo. 

O kltsutch— Cohoo, silver salmon. 

O k.ita— I 'og salmon. 

gorbusoha— Hnmphack. » 

All these are found in BritUh Colum- 
bia, though nil do not frequent the some 
Ntrcams. For instance, there are no sock- 
eyes on the ea.tern shore of Vancouver 
island, except in the Nilnpkish river. 
There areno humpbacks in the Cowiohan, 
though there aro in tho Clinniiiinns river. 
The tyhee salmon only frequents the 
larger streams, the cohoo and Udg salmon 
every little brook. The arrival of the 
same species varies in different rivers. 
Broadly speaking, the tyhee salmon iH 
taken in the lute autumn awl spring, the 
sock-eye in the summ»r, and the cohoe, 
dog salmon and humpback in the 

The tyhee salmon (O. chonicha) is the 
largest of the family. Vish of fifty 
pounds ure by no means rsre, and in 
Rivera' inlet individuals have been 
taken over eighty pounds in weight, in 
the Columbia this species only is used 
by the best canneries; in British Colum- 
bia it is more valued as a table fish than 
for canning purposes, as the color of its 
flesh cannot always be depended on. 
Perhaps some of you have noticed that 
the snlinon on the iisb stalls have some- 
times been slashed with a knife. This 
bus been done at the canneries to test 
the color of the fish, the rod-fleshed ones 
being retained, the pale, or whito-meated 
ones being sent to the fishmongers. I 
have seen fish red nt one end and white 
at the other, the intermediate part being 
streaked with red. What causes tho 
difference, I cannot say; nether sex nor 
condition is the cause. Many people 
prefer a white salmon for their own use, 
believing it to bo richer than the colored 
ones. However, canned salmon must be 
salmon-colored, and hence the waste of 
lish at those canneries remote from the 
fishmongers. 

There is no external difference be- 
tween the red and the white tnsatcd 
fish. In all rivers thorc appear to bf 
two runs of this fish, one commencing 
about the middle of November, the 
other in the spring, March or April. In 
the larger rivers the autumn tish pro- 
ceed up stream to the highest points, 
and spawn in tha following autumn. 
These are the fish taken at the head 
waters of the Fraser and Columbia, 
1,200 miles from the sea. Those that 
ascend in the spring are supposed to 
spawn in the lower branches of tho 
rivers. 

nerke, the BOCkeye, is a small Un- 
spotted lish ranging from 4 lbs. in the 
Mingkish to 8 lbs. in the Skcena river. 
Ow ing to its rich color it is much used 
by the cannerymen, the bulk of the Hal- 
mon exported being of this species. As 
a table fish it is dry, and anything 
but a delicacy. This fish ascends the 
rivers to a great distance. I have seen 
them in quantities at Quesnellc, as 
bright as the day thoy left the sea, and 
as red in the flesh. Dr. \lo\n states 
that the sbckeyo never inhabits a river 
that is not supplied from snowy sources, 
or that does not take its rise in 
a lake ill which the fish spawn. 
Dr. Jordan states that this fish is 
sometimes land-locked, und I believe 
that the ma-meet found in many of the 
rivers and lakes of British Columbia 
(even though not land-locked) are of this 
species. I should be glad to receive 
specimens of this fish. The local name 
of this species is hlueback when fresh 
run, and red lish when spawning. 

O'kisutch, tho cohoe or silver salmon, 
may be caught by trolling in Fucu 
straits throughout the summer. It 
ascends the rivers in October and is 
used extensively in the (tanneries. 
These and the dog salmon are tho most 
evenly distributed species, being found 
tit the month of every little creek; 
Though not ho rich In flavor as the 
Tyhee salmon, it is, when caught in salt 
water, infinitely superior to the sookey*. 

O kcta- the dog salmon— is a lish of 
10 or 12 pounds, worthless for cither 
cannery or tabic use, as it never enters 
the river until it is ready to spawn. It 
is, however, tho staple food of the In- 
dians on the coast, who dry largo quan- 
tities of it. Being lean it dries well, 
and does not turn rancid. It must, 
however, be noted that neither the dug 

salmon, cohoe, nor humpback go far in- 
land, ho that the Indians of the inte- 
rior aro dependent, altogether on those 
tyhee salmon, or sockcys, that escape 
tlie cannery men. 

O. gorbusoha, the. humpback, is a 
bright-colored lish of from two to five 
pounds. It nover ascends the .streams 
to any great distance, but generally 
runs in large shoals a lit tle abovo the 
brad of tidal waters. The female is a 
shapely little fish, the exaggerated hump 
and grotesque snont being peculiar to 
the mules. Quantities of these fish are 
dried by tho Indians, but I never met a 
white man who had tasted one. 

Thefir.fr, fish to enter the springare the 
ohonioba, or tyhee snlinon. They have 
a long way to go, und a hard road to 
travel. To say nothing of tho dangers 
from soals and sturgeon while they uro 
in tidal waters. there aro miles 
upon miles of nets, extend- 
ing across one-third of the river, 
from either side, while n third net drills 
down tho centre. But for for the num- 
erous snugs and drift timbers which im- 
pede the nets in some places, one would 
wonder how nny Salmon es ttpe, for it 

must be remembered that they do not 
run straight up the viver, hut run up 
and down with the tide for some days 
previously. However, wu know that a 
great many enoapa, and that t hoy push 



up the stream through the canons of the 
Frazer, toil being levied from their 
ranks by the Indians with their scoop 
nets, until toward the end of August 
they arrive at their destination, a differ- 
ent fish altogether from those saw in the 
tidal water, their bodies blotched with 
red and black, their fins and tails frayed 
while their heads have become long, 
and their teeth have grown half an inch. 
Even here they arc not free from danger. 
Weakened by their journey and the 
buffeting thoy hare encountered iu the 
rapids, they fall an easy prey to tho 
Indiun who ruthlessly spears or gall's 
them, or corrals them in traps* made of 
split cedar, which extend across the 
stream. Lanqneys fasten on their sides, 
and feed on them while living, bears 
arc watching the shallow riffles to in- 
tercept their passage, and tho bald- 
beaded eagle gorges himself until he is 
almost unable to fly, but sits with 
drooping wings on tho branch of 
some dead tree overlooking this 
river awaiting a frosh appetite. 
But so groat is the number of fish that, 
in spite of all these obstacles, thousands 
survive, und each pair having selected a 
suitable place for its nest, and forced 
'back nay. intruders, proceeds to deposit 
tho eggK For this purpose tho male 
excavates a shallow trench in sonic 
gravelly reach where tho water is not 
too swift, und liore the eggs are de- 
posited, the female rubbing her sides 
against Jic gravel during the operation. 
The male meanwhile mounts guard, 
makes furious attacks on enemies, or, if 
these beabsent, on imaginary ones, return- 
ing to the female at short intervals, say 
of half a minute, to exude his milt on 
the egga, The action of the 
water and of the lish aro enough 
to cover the impregnated eggs, 
or to carry them down stream until 
they lodge between sonic convenient 
stone, und the object for which tho sal- 
mon has undergone so much is accom- 
plished. 

Such is the proceeding in the upper 
waters of the' Fraser of Columbia rivers 
where salmon, the tyhee, are now scarce 
and comparatively undisturbed; but 
in the small streams on the 
coast, where thousands of dog 
salmon and humpbacks are massed I 
together, tha BOeUd is very dif- 
ferent. Here all is activity and tur- 
moil. The males seem to have no time 
for anything but fighting, and there up- 
peurs little sign of pairing; in fact it is 
unaccountable how the progeny of this 
mass of fish can be anything but hybrid 
Perhaps towards the upper or lower end 
of the pool a pair may be seen sedately 
at work, but only for a few minutes, u 
sudden panic seems to take possession 
of the shoal of fish, they rush up or 
down stream as tho case may be, com- 
pletely upsetting the sedate pair, wdio 
may perhaps come together again or 
may find new partners mid commence 
anew. Here you may see fish floating 
down stream with their dorsal tins out of 
Water, rolling over when they come to a 
shallow riffle, without strength enough 
to keep their heads upstream, others at 
the last gasp, decomposed even before 
death, floundering on the edge of the 
stream, while the trout are busy steal- 
ing tho eggs as fast as they are laid. 
Lower down stream a flock of ducks is 
devouring the spawn or perhaps wallow- 
ing in the dead salmon. The more 
putrid it is the more it seems to be ap- 
preciated. An oily scum floats on the 
,vutec, which is sq impregnated with 
particles uf the rotting tish that it is a 
wonder how anything can exist in it for 
even a minute, and yet I have every 
reason to believe that some do survive 
and even recuperate in the fresh water 
before returning to the sea. 

I have taken spent salmon in the 
North Thompson that were strong 
enough to make u good fight, and i I 
could see nothing to prevent these from 
returning. At one time it was sup- 
posed that no salmon ever did ho, hut of 
late this opinion seems to be much modi- 
tied, especially with regard to the tyhee 
salmon. Unlike all the other species, 
which are almost always an uniform I 
size, these fish are found in the rivers 
ranging from two to seventy pounds, 
with milt fully developed. How is this? 
Thoy cannot very well be of the samo 

age. Bither the seventy-pound fish has 
returned from one or more trips 
in the river, or he has remained in the 
sea for some years, although we see that 
he was perfectly able to breed when he 
was two pounds in weight. 

Dr. .Jordan states that at the hatch 
cry on Rogue River t lie fish are stripped, 
marked and set free, am! every year 
since the hatchery has been in operation 
some of the marked fish have been re- 
captured.

MR. ROBSON'S Sl'EECIJ. 



Every unprejudiced person who reads 
the speech of tlio Leader of the Govern- 
ment on the Redistribution Bill must lie 
struck not only by the ability which it 
displays, but by its fairness and can 
dor. If ever a~ leader of a government 
tool; tlio public into bis confidence the 
British Columbia Premier does in this 
matter of tbe re-arrangement of the re- 
presentation of the province. Ho, with 
tbe utmost candor, tells the House and 
the country not only of tbe difficulties 
he bad to meet and overcome, but of 
his own dissatisfaction with the com- 
promise which was, alter a long consul- 
tation and much discussion, made. 

It is not often that the leader of a 
government gives the pcoplo a glimpse 
behind the scenes. The endeavor ol 
members of cabinets is generally to lead 
the public to believe that perfect unani- 
mity prevails at the sittings of the exe- 
cutive councils and that, whatever dif- 
ferences there limy be in Parliament and 
the country, within the Government cir- 
cle there is perfect harmony. The utmost 
secrecy is preserved as to what take*- 
plaeo at Cabinet meetings, anil great in- 
genuity is displayed in concealing nil 
signs of disagreement among its mem- 
bers. Hut .Mr. Robsoii has deviated 
"■Worn this rule and he was, we think, 
wise in so doing. 

It is necessary before the electors arc 
able to form an intelligent appreciation 
of the scheme of redistribution pre- 
sented to the limine, to know what the 
obstacles were that stood in the way ol 
arriving at a conclusion anything like 
Satisfactory to the representatives of all 
parts of the province. They know from 
what Mr. Robson has said that these 
obstacles were many and that it was no 
easy matter to surmount them. He has 
given fair-minded electors sufficient in- 
formation as to the inner working of tbe 
Government to enable them to put 
themselves in bis place, and in this way 
be the better able to judge of tbe merits 
of the Amendment to the Constitution 
Act. He has enabled them to see that 
it is essentially a compromise measure, 
and one, too, that had to be framed be- 
foro the data necessary to arrive at 
proper conclusions could be obtained. 
There were met in council representa- 
tives of the Island and of the Mainland. 

To reconcile the differences that arose 
between them as soon as they began to 
deliberate upon tbe matter, was no easy 
task. The want of reliable information 
respecting the population of the two 
great sections of the province made it 
almost impossible even to discuss 
the subject intelligently. As every one 
knows, the figures of the last census arc- 
no guide, very great changes having 
taken place in the population of the 
various districts during the last ten 
year!. The estimates of population 
formed by the leading men of the differ- 
ent places were »o widely divergent 
that they could not be taken as reliable 
data. The voters lists as as they stood 
on the '28th of February last showed 
that the difference between the elector- 
ate of the Mainland and that of the 
Island was very trilling indeed, and did 
not warrant any change being made in 
the proportionate representation ot 
Island and Mainland. Taking the voters 
actually registered on the basis of six- 
teen 111* nbers for the Island and seven- 
teen for the Mainland, gives 409 votes 
for each Island representative and ,'U)7 
for each Mainland representative. In 
the face of these facts it was very bard 
indeed for the representatives of tl 
Mainland to insist upon the balance ot 
representation between tbe two sections 
being disturbed. Taking as a whole the 
voters' lists, which are the only authori- 
tative data that the Government b id 
for their guidance, the proportionate 
representation now existing is as nearly 
fair as can be. If additions were to b 
made it is plain that they should bo so 
made as not to disturb that balance. 
This is the principle upon which the 
Government proceeded, and it is hard 
to show that, under ti.e existing state 
of tilings, it is unfair. 

It might have been contended — and 
very probably was contended — that 
there would be very great changos on 
the Mainland in the near future, und 
that the voters' lists in February last 
did not show the number qualified to 
vote in the various districts of till 
Mainland. Tbe reply to this is that 
who is to foretell the changes that will 
take place in tbe Island population 
during the next few years'; It would 
have been thought that the ratnurk 
able growth of Vancouver city would 
have caused the population of the Main- 
land to be far greater than that of the 
Island. But the voters' lists, together 
with the number alleged to be appli- 
cants for registration, do not show that 
the Mainland has increased in popu 
lation in a much greater ratio than the 
Island. No doubt, many on the Main- 
land arc surprised at this result, but 
close observers hero know that it was 
just what was to bo expected. The 
progress of the Island has been steady 
and continuous, although very little has 
been said about it. A II t hese facts were 
duly considered by the Government, 

and, being without any more reliable 
data as to population, it is difficult to 
seo to what other conclusion it could 
have arrived than at the one which is 
embodied in the Redistribution Act. 

The balance of representation, as be- 
tween the Island and the Mainland, be- 
ing preserved intact, and the number of 
additional members being agreed upon, 

It only remained to be considered how 

the new seats were to be distributed. 

Tho claims of Vancouver would bo the 
first to present themselves, The im- 
portance of the terminal city could not 



bo ignored. It would, under the cir- 
cumstances, bo an insult to offer it only 
one of the three Mainland seats. It is 
clearly entitled to two Beats, and some 
of its citizens contend that it should 
have tho remaining one as well, and, if 
u. redistribution of seats in the Assem- 
bly could bo settled by an application 
of the rule of three, it would be difficult 
to set aside the claim. But, as every 
One knows, this is a matter that cannot 
lie settled by arithmetic alone. There 
are other considerations which must be 
weighed and for which allowances must 
be made. Kootenay, which is growing 
in wealth und in population, and whose 
prospects ure very bright, must not be 
neglected. It must be divided into two 
ridings and must get an additional mem- 
ber. We think that Vancouver should 
be well satisfied that Kootenay gets the 
member to which it lays claim. If 
Kootenay prospers as it is expected it 
will prosper, Vancouver will be the first 
to reap the advantage of its prosperity. 

Hut New Westminster city considers 
itself slighted in tho redistribution. It 
belieVeS that it ought to have lit least 
one of the seats that have been appor- 
tioned to the Mainland. It is hard 
•o deny its claim. In wealth and popu- 
lation it appears entitled to a greater 
share in the representation of the pro- 
vince than has been allotted to it. But, 
as we have said before, in u compromise 
if this kind, it is difficult to do stricl 
Mathematical justice to all districts and 
cities. It must be remembered that 
the area now in the Westminster Dis- 
trict gets an increased representation of 
two members. It will, under the new 
aw, have six members w here it has now 
inly four. Vancouver City has nut 
dnco its incorporation had even one 
nember in tho Provincial Legislature, 
tnd yet we tlo not think that it can 
:omplain of being neglected in any re- 
tpept, Now Westminster will have one 
representative, and we have no doubt 
its claims will receive as full a recogni- 
tion from future Governments as if it 
iad half a dozen. It is evident that 
the Premier greatly regrets that he has 
not been able to get for New West- 
ninster the additional representative 
.vhieh its citizens consider themselves 
entitled to, and there are indications 
that he did. what he could to get for 
hem what they 'desire. But he was 
outvoted. 

It may be said that since he could not 
have his own way he ought to have re- 
signed and gone to the country without 
amending tbe Constitution Act. Mr. 
Robson clearly showed that it would 
not be wise to do this. Vancouver 
would remain four yeats longer unen- 
franchised; and it must be allowed that 
it would be a greater injustice to leave 
Vancouver without any representative 
in the next Assembly than to permit 
New Westminster — represented in 
adequately it is admitted — to remain 
trith only one member. We think that 
,vhcn the citizens of New Westminster 
weigh tbe matter carefully and coolly 
they will make allowances for the diffi- 
culties of Mr. Kobson's position, and 
.vill admire the ability with which he 
iias solved a dillicult problem, and for 
the courage with which be has faced a 
political danger.

RIGHTS, NOT FAVORS. 



It is humiliating to read once or twice 
a week during the session that Messrs. 
Prior and Earle, or some other of the 
British Columbia members interviewed 
Sir Hector Langevin ot Hon. Mr. Howell 
or the Financial Minister or the Post- 
master-Cenoral to beg of them as a favor 
that they would attend to some British 
Columbia mattor which it in their duty 
to look after and to settle in a way sat- 
isfactorily to the province. Our special 
telegram of yesterday informed us that 
the two members for Victoria had an- 
other interview with Sir Hector Lange- 
vin to secure the appropriation of §100,- 
1)00 for the improvement of Vic- 
toria harbor, and it also told 
us that these gentlemen had 
prevailed upon the Department of 
Fisheries to amend the fisheries regu- 
lation relative to the weekly close time. 
The appropriation for the improvement 
of Victoria harbor should have been 
made as a matter of course. The im- 
provements are required, the harbor is 
au important one, and the department 
should bo both aware of its condition 
and ready to do what is necessary to re 
move all existing impediments to navi- 
gation. To compel the representatives 
of Victoria to dance attendance upon 
the Minister of Public Works in order 
to beseech that official to do what is his 
plain duty, and to try to prevail upon 
him to expend a little of British Colum- 
bia's money on British Columbia, is to 
require them to do what should be no 
part of their duty. 

The regulation respecting the weekly 
close time on the Fraser River is one 
ti nt should never have been made, ll 
i3 the result of ignorant meddling on the 
part of the officials of the department of 
Fisheries which, while it annoyed the 
cauners and was a caure of loss to them, 
was a matter in wdiich the Dominion 
Government bad not the slightest con 
ecrn. The number of hours in each 
week in which tho river is lobe free is 
all that concerns the Dominion. The 
oanners cheerfully acquiesce in the num- 
ber of hours in which the river shall 
bo free, but thoy should be left to 
select the time that would be most eon- 
renient to them. But the wise men at 
Ottawa would not agree to any such 
reasonable urrangoincnt. We are quite 
sure that Inspector Mowat's recom- 
mendations have been disregarded by 
the department as well as the sugges- 
tions of tho oanners. He is on the spot 
and understands how the business is 
conducted. He is therefore in a posi- 
tion to advise the Department intelli- 
gently, but it appears that nothing 
short of a surgical operation could put 
a little common sense into their heads 
with respect to the British Columbia 
Salmon fisheries. 

If the authorities in Ottawa imagine 
that the citizens of Victoria or tho peo- 
ple of British Columbia are tilled with 
gratitude and delight when they hear of 
a concession being granted to the British 
Columbia members after persistent beg- 
ging they are Tory greatly mistaken. 
British Columbians kno 
entitled to from the Dominion Govern- 
ment, and they (ire not too well pleased 
to bu obliged to beg ,,„• what ought to 
be freely extended to them as a right.

what has been done und what is doing 
on tho experimental farms wdiich ex- 
tend across the continent from Nova 
•Scotia to British Columbia. The 
managers of these farms, under the di- 
rection of scientific men, carry on series 
of experiments which are of very great 
use to the whole agricultural population 
of the Dominion. They can find out 
what varieties of grain are best adapted 
to the different soils and climates, 
the proper methods of cultivation and 
other matters connected with agricul- 
ture that tbe ordinary farmer, let him 
be ever so intelligent and enterprising, 
cannot discover fur himself. For in 
stance, on the experimental farm at 
Agassi/, in this province, experiments 
are being made in fruit-raising and in 
the acclimatization of forest trees. 
Then; are cultivated on the farm many 
varieties of strawberries, raspberries, 
blackberries, gooseberries, currants, as 
well as varieties of apples, :iii oi 

pears, ,'l(i of plums, --'Ii of peaches, 
4S of cherries, 7 of apricots, 
8 of quinces, of grapes, 

and one variety of nectarine. The 
reader can readily sec that if a variety 
is found to bo particularly well suited 
to the climate of the country and pos- 
sesses qualities that make it desirable, 
it can be spread from the experimental 
farm to all part 3 of tin' country. The 
experiment in grape culture will be 
peculiarly interesting, and its results 
may be most valuable to the province. 

There have been planted on the ex- 
perimental farm about 8,000 forest 
trees, chiefly of eastern hard woods. It 
will soon be found which of these is 
suited to the country, and whether any 
..f them can thrive 011 tin- Boil of tho 
mountain aides. Mr. Sharpe, tho super- 
intendent of the farm, says in iiis re- 
port : 

"Acting under your instruction, a 
number of grape vines mid a variety of 
forest trees will be planted on the rocky 
hillsides 011 the east side of the farm. 

" If it can be shown that grapes, or 
such timber as tbe black walnut, Witter, 
uut, elm, ash and maple, can be suc- 
cessfully grown in such places, this will 
provide for utilising a considerable area 
of land, otherwise of no value, and be 
a source of future profit to land owners, 
and a great benefit to the province." 

Flowers, we sec, have a place on this 
experimental farm as well as fruits, 
cereals and timber trees. There is, 
of course, stock of different kinds 
on the farm, and particular atten- 
tion is, we see, paid to poultry. 
It is not too much to expect that tbe 
experimental farm at Agassiz will, be- 
fore very long, be of very great use to 
the farmers and the gardeners of the 
province in supplying them with new 
and tine v: . 1l f plants of all kinds 
suited to the climate of the country, 
ami in giving them valuable suggestions 
as to tho best modes of cultivation. 

The superintendent will hive the 
experience of a new settler, for we see 
that much of the farm is uncleared. It 
is likely that he will soon be able to 
give immigrants valuable instruction as 
to the proper way to treat the virgin 
soil. There is nothing in Mr. Sharpe's 
report respecting the cultivation of 
hops. This .seems to be an oversight. 
Hops are profitably raised in Washing- 
ton State. Would it not he well to 
ascertain whether or not they can bo 
cultivated as profitably in this pro- 
vince 1

nearly two tons of oats, making about 
twenty miles a day. Tho roads were 
such that wagons could not have been 
used at all. 1 In lievo this is an experi- 
ment worl.ii trying again The camel 
would not only make a valuable adjunct 
to our tinny in the north west and west, 
hut 1 hello VG the day is coming in which 
ho will be domesticated as a beast of 
burden all through the southern and 
iniddlu regions of this country."

The Biggest Tiger in all India— How 
Ho Was Cowed and Finally Wiped 
•» Out-A " Solitary." 



While at Kntamand, in the Nepau 
district uf India, with Capt. White, 
tho American tiger and serpent d' 
Btroyer, a delegation oiiuiu in from I 
village called Aliwar, thirty mile: 
awav, to get sumo of the English ofli 
cors to go out and destroy a man 
eater, who had rendered himself i 
terror to a large district. Hearing o 
the presence of the American, the; 
came to him instead. The Govern 
meut bounty on the head of man 
eater was $60. The villagers offerct 
to make up sixty additional, and i 
give the captain a cow and four goats 
In ton minutes he had closed a l>u 
gain, and on tho afternoon of th 
second day we reached Aliwar. i 
was situa ed on tho Soindwala rivei 
which ia one of tho tributaries of tl. 
Ganges, and within fifteen miles of th 
foothills of the Himalaya mountain- 
The country was badly broken am 
covered with heavv forest and jungli 
and the captain pronounced it til 
finest tiger range in India. Tho vi 
lago contained about SUO inhabitant; 
and had considerable commerce wii 
points lower down on the stream. I 
was on the bank of the river strut, 
out for half a iuile; and the oleari 
space thus occupied was not more tha 
a quarter of a mile wide. A day 
work on tho part of the village:

Aliwar.aild these had been loaded an 
discharged at. the ravine at high noon, 
in hopes to scare tho tiger away. Two 
nights previous to our arrival, th 
tiger had entered a hut through a, 
open window, seized a boy of ton yean- 
of ago, and made his exit through th 
door.

Davie, continuing, con- 
trasted t e broad salesmanship of 
the premier with 'he carping, faul - 
finding policy of the lea >er of the op- 
position. That gentleman had dodged 
i he main question at issue, which was 
whether for the present at all events, 
the existing balance as between the 
Mainland and Island should not be 
maintained, and when'both he and 

the incmtier for Cas-air had been 
asked the pointed question whether 
they favored a preponderance of rep- 
resentation for i he Mainland over the 
Island, and how they could bring 
about, the increase, proposed in the 
cases of Vancouver, Westminster and 
Westminster district; without giving 
that preponderance, they both re- 
fused to a BWOr, which showed that 
they «ere a pair ot trimmers, and 
nothing better. Although there were 
other important considerations to be 
taken into account in fixing repre- 
sentation as between the two sectio s, 
It • (.Mr. Davie) thought the chief one 
was population, and until alter tin- 
census had been taken there was no 
reliable data upon which to proceed. 
What. Was now before the House in 
the shape of voters' lists showed the 
two sections pretty evenly divided — 
within a few hundreds — and such bo- 
nig tii- case, there was nothing to 
justify a departure from the existing 
basis. The membcis for Westminster 
and Yale (Cunningham and Semli ) 
had done themselves iuliiiiie discredit 
by their intensely actional addresses, 
and how the leader of the opposition 



would justify himself «- to h 
^Constituents of tho city of Vic- 
toria in allying himself with 
those grossly sectional gentle- 
men who advocated the increase of 
M linland oT*6r the Island, in opposing 
the measure now before the House 
he (.Mr. Davie) was at a loss to con- 
ceive. The member for Nanaimo, 
Mr. Hiislam, with his accustomed 
pjactical sense, had suggested to him 
(Mr. Davie) that possibly the best 
plan would be to concede an increased 
represent ition to the .Mainland of a 
member, upon the condition that ill 
48 hours they agreed where to put 
him. They never could agree, and in 
tii c meantime, until proper statistical 
information could be hail showing nwt 
only what tiie population was, but 
particulars of the wealth, commercial, 
agricultural and other interests of 
"each section, the government could 
only do justice by preserving matters 
as they are. He would now ask the 
hon. t In; leader of the opposition tin 
same question he had asked the uieiii- 
bei for Cassiar : "Does lie favor in- 
creased representation of the Main 
land over the Island, and if not, lion 
could he uive the additional members 
upon the Mainland which he advo- 

Mr. Davie waited for a few mo- 
ments, and continued; No reply— 
perfoctly dumb, and in default of an 
expression of opinion upon what 
trould be considered by 
and what, was, the vital j 



a compromise, and so is the present 
measure. It was difficult to see how 
it could bo otherwise. He considered 
it as unwise to reduce the number of 
• Qprcsentativea in any place. He 
illustrated tho case of lvoo'tenay as an 
instance, lie favorod tho preseir 
and would favor the in 
crease of members throughout 
the province) where necessary. 
As to the idea of separation lie tin night 
it foolish on all occasions to broach 
such a subject. He did not think tho 
opposers of this bill had brought for- 
ward a single instance why represen- 
tation should be based on population 
Representation in the United .States 
is not based on population, If popu- 
lation were considered in till eases the 
city of New York would be entitled 
to send about 150 members in Con- 
gress. Ho had not tho loast fault to 
lind with the government for their 
action. 

Mr. Mason said that tin- highest 
compliment he could pay the hon. 
premier was that his speech in 
moving for tho second reading of this 
bill was a most honest one. Lie in- 
tended to support this bill, for he 
thought it was a good and wise one 
for the present. Rut in the course of 
four or five years the Mainland would 
outstrip the Island in population and 
development, and at iho expiration 
of that time a redistribution would 
again take place, when ho did not 
doubt that a wise measure would he 
brought down that, would give satis- 
faction to both the Mainland and 
Island when the proper time arrived. 
As he had stated ho was in accord 
with this bill, so he did not intend 
asking for an additional member for 
Cariboo, but if Cariboo gut thu rail 
road which had been promised and iis 
people were placed in touch with the 
outer world it would make such rapid 
progress that the government would 
feel it incumbent upon them at. the 
next redistribution to give il one or 
two more members. The member 
for New Westminster city in draw- 
ing comparisons had refused justice 
to Cariboo in a very pointed manner 
in connection with the Voters' List, 
He considered that the advocacy of 
redistribution on the basis of popula- 
tion alone was a mistake. Area, re- 
sou ices and probabilities formed a part, 
and an important one, and those who 
advocated it would think differently 
after they became better acquainted 
with our vast outlying districts, 
tie did not tin k the lower Mainland 
•»ould suffer by this bill; for it must 
be admitted that Westminster Dis- 
trict had been well looked after by its 
representatives and by this govern- 
ment, for if any one would take the 
trouble t i go over the estimates they 
would find that no less a sum than 
two hundred and sixty th usand dol 
lars was to be spent this year. 
Neither did he think the Islan I would 
sull'er by according to the Mainland a 
preponderance of representation. 
There appeared to him to be an idea 
mi the part of the Isl ind that if the 
Mainland had tho balance of power 
they would endeavor to move the 
capital to tho Mainland. He did 
not think that would ever be; 
Victoria was the bo t place for it. [l 
had advantages the mainland did inn 
possess, nor ever w tihl possess 
And what could be gained by its re- 
moval / It would only entail a need 
less expenditure of money, which the 
country would not sanction. If the 
question came up to morrow fur in 
removal he would vo'e .against it. 
And ho olnitnod to be as true a main- 
land man as any hon. gentleman m 
this House; and he believed linn 
many of the mainland members would 
vote the same way. 

Mr. 11. islam intended to vole fm 
the second reading on tho ground 
that, owing to the entire absence of 
information, it was unjust to change 
the basis of representation. During 
this debate an unfair contrast had 
been made between Nanaimo anil 
New Westminster. There were 
more single men at Now Westminster 
than at Nanaimo, which swelled tho 
voters' list. He did not think the 
families themselves wore larger at the 
latter place, but there was a large 
school population, which proved 
conclusively that there were mure 
inhabitants in Nanaimo that) in 
New Westminster. In his opinion if 
New Westminster had a population 
of 8,000, Nanaimo had one of 10,000. 
Comparing New Westminster with 
Cariboo, each voter in the former 
averaged a payment to the provincial 
revenue of 866.56, while in West- 
minster it was only 819.30. No one, 
lie thought, would pretend that it took 
three men from Westminster to make 
one from Carriboo. But to approach 
anything like equality on the basis of 
revenue and representation it would

Anotliet tiling, when it 
was found Hull a political parly was 
glowing smaller and smaller every 
year, it showed that the opposition 
had to look to themselves. I lo didn't 
like to be personal, but he had tc 
state facts as they were.

\s for ( lariboo, if it bad not been for 
Cariboo, where would the Island and 
the win lo province bo to-day/ Tho 
a hole province owes a debt of grati- 
tudo to Cariboo, and although the 
placer diggings in that locality arc 
worked out, yet Cariboo is now on 
: he eve of great developments. The 
hon. member for -New Westminster 

city now had joined t be opposition. 
Ho (Mr. Mart in) wished to congratu- 
late the hon. leader of the opposition 
on tho support he has acquired. Tin 
member for New Westminster re- 
marked about the amount spent by 
the residents of his district for agri- 
cultural advancement. Why, if he 

wished to be sectional, bo could show 
how much Vale had spent in the same 
direction. Rut he wished to take the 
broader view of the matter undov'dis- 
OUSBionj and did not want it 
to be thought that, he looked at 
it in tho narrow-minded way 
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Ibis hon. colleague (Mr. Semlin) did. 
lie shf.'.ild much like to seo the dis- 
trict of Yale with another member ; 
but Buoing that, the same proportion 
as to representation was maintained, 
he emild not complain. The hon. 
leader of tho opposi'ion had only to 
look behind film and on each side, 
and lie would s 'e, although he repre- 
sented an Island constituency, yet his 
whole support was mainland. Why 
should that hon. gentleman complain? 
In what position would ho be without 
tho mainland ! Merely a soliiary in- 
dividual representing an unpopular 
opposition. It had been suggested 
that hon. members would have to 
meet their constituents at tho coining 
general elections. Ho did not dread 
'he meeting, knowing as be did that 
his constituents were too Intelligent 
find too enlightened to be led astray 
by the false arguments brought for- 
ward by the opposition and the treat- 
ment they had received years ago 
from tlie government of which the 
leader of the opposition w as a mem- 
ber is still fresh in their memories. 
If not again returned to represent 
Yale district, he would still have tho 
satisfaction of knowing that ho had 
me his duty to his 
untry, 

ey remarked thai 
u his op mon, one 
uld be brought for- 
ward. It, was not produced in haste; 
il was well-considered and the leader 
of the government deserved credit a' 
the hands of tho House and the coun- 
try for considering the interest of 
everyone The only views brought 
forward against the measure were sec- 
tional views, particularly by the mem- 
ber for Now Weal niiiis er city, whose 
soie and only cry was: Whyare youdis- 
crimiuat ng against Now Westminster? 
ills s ews were so narrow, that he 
could not get beyond 'he district 
which ho represented. The speaker 
was curry io see his hon. friend the 
member for New Westm nstor dis- 
trict also display the same see ioiial 
feeling. Some people will rush ill 
where angels fear to tread. The lead- 
er of tho opposition wisely declined 
lo make any statement as to what he 
would have done under the eircuni- 
s ances, or what ho could do to im 
prove on the case now. It was really 
extraordinary that these gentlemen 
could not rise above tho dis rict, they 
ropresen . Why could they nut look 
at it as a constitutional question. For 
his own part, he thought that the 

measure would meet Wi'h the satis- 
faction of the wh le conn ry. The 
leader of the opposition had stated 
that the electors would be blockheads 
if they kop' the present government 
in power. When. that hou. gentleman 
comes back to ihe House lie'XI 

year ami :i ds the govern- 
ment still in power. he wdl 
have to admit that there are a 
great many blockheads in the country. 
And when he (t he speaker) went down 
to ins constituents at Esquinialt (and 
hoy are by no moans blockheads) he 
could explain to them the position 
that he had taken with the govern- 
ine t on this question, and EsquiniaL 
would support the gevernmo t and 
return the members to support the 
,'ovemnient again. (Hear, hear.) 
Ilia hon. friend had referred to the 
representation at confederation, but 
members were placed then, nut 
ccordiiig to population, l ot accord- 
ing to the then requirements of the 
district and its possibilities at a not 
distant date. The object of the 
present representation was to give all 
the districts an opportunity of repre- 
senting their views on the 11 .or of 
that II mse, and the speaker quoted 
si itistics to show this. In a short 
lime there will be a census taken, and 
then the government, will have toler- 
ably good dat\ mi which to work in 
fixing the representation of this pro- 
vince lie could not understand why 
the Mainland (he meant New West- 
minster) was making such a si in. 
l)ul they think that because they had 
u few more population now that they 
were going to get control of the 
legislation of this country? Mr. 
Pooley quoted an incident of this 
feeling showing what the Mainland 
would do if they had the power over 
there. It was a case where last 
fill the Provincial Agricultural 
socioty held its annual meeting at 
New Westminster. It had been de- 
cided by tho government that the 
... ciy should meet alternately in 
Victoria and New Westminster, hut 
a resolution was passed that the meet- 
should bo held at New Westminster 
continuously. It only shows that im- 
mediately they get the power in their 
bauds they don't know how to con- 
trol it. They had heard in the House 
that they were going tube mobbed 
by the Mainland. All the speaker 
could say in reply to such a statement 
was that if any man thought he was 
^oingto threaten him (Mr. Pooley) 
into doing anything which ho did not 
think was right and just, it would be 
found that he had struck tiro wrong 
in m. ( Hear, hear.) No t hreat from 
any person or deputation that might 
conn- down here will induce the go- 
vernment to depart from what they 
believe to be their duty. (Hear, 
hear.) The government had brought 
down a good measure and tho govern- 
ment would be tha ked for what they 
had done, and they could go without 
fear o their constituencies and ex- 
plain to them their conduct in this 
matter. (Rear, hear.) Mr. Pooley 
concluded by stating that he would 
vole for the second reading of tho bill 
before the House. 

Mr. Ladner rose to explain that as 
president of the Provincial Agricultural 
society he hud hud, directly or indirect- 
ly, nothing to do with the resolution re- 
ferred to by th.- Hon. Mr. Pooley. 

Mr. Pooley 
ly referred to th. 
one individually. 
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It was evident that the Hon. Mr. 
Uohson had under tins authority done 
exactly what was right. The leader of 
the oppciition remarked that this bill 
Was called a redistribution measure-, but 
did not redistribute. ' He (Mr. Turner) 
had looked at it and saw that it gave 
six new members, placing tlinni in differ- 
out districts, and in some cases changed 
the boundaries of districts. He con- 
sidered tins was distribution, mid it 
was carefully done. The lion, leader of 
the opposition hud said that originally 
the representation of the province was 
fairly divided between the different in- 
terests. Ho (Mr. Turner) found that 
roughly speaking theru were ten mem- 
bers for ten paining districts, ten for ag- 
ricultural and seven for cities. This 
hill gave three additional to agriculture, 
one to mining and two to the cities. 
This certainly, taking into considera- 
tion the changed circumsTances, wus a 
a fair distribution. One hon. member 
had complained of the Islands being re- 
presented by a member, and compared 
the Islands to the rocky ones at the en- 
trance of the harbor. That hon. gentle- 
man did this from ignorance of what the 
.li/.u mid resources of the Inlands were, 
They were valuable districts having, 
many of them, good land and valuable 
timber. Others wero rich in minerals, 
and all were adapted for the fishing in- 
dustry. There were about 27 of them, 
With a population probably of 1,000 to 
1,500 ill all, Hiid from their situation 
they could not bo fairly represented by 
a member from the mainland or from 
Vancouver island. 

Mr. Croft agreed with the bill intro- 
dueed by the government, and pointed 
out several fallacies in the arguments of 
the member for Westminster city, and 
especially in his statistical comparisons. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said that the hon. 
the leader of the government hud ex- 
pressed most clearly his views in the 
matter of the present bill. Various 
members, however, had quoted statistic" 
in support of their claims, for further 
representation, simply for gaining sym- 
pathy in their local surroundings in- 
stead of considering the general inter- 
terests of the province, In their small 
minds they thought that they would 
gain a few votes. The hon. senior mem- 
ber for Vale bad said, the other day, 
that while he would support the prin- 
ciple of the Railway Aid bill for tlie 
Ashcroft-Caribdo road, yet lin could not 
favor it for the other railways. This 
was a most selfish spirit to evince. He 
surely did not believe the good sense of 
his constituents could not nee the 
smallness of his motives. Mr. Ver- 
non urged tin- members of the 
House to put all sectionalism aside and 
act, not us if they represented some par- 
ticular portion of the province, but the 
whole province. It was not a question 
of whether one district had more or less 
voters than another. The futufi pros- 
pects of the districts in the way of de- 
velopment and consequent population 
should be considered. The prosperity 
of one section should only be regarded 
as a source of common thanksgiving. 
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eprcscntation 
as desirable, 
[uestion Was 
district should have so ma 
lives because that uunibe 
some other district. Sec 
was ever to be deprecated. It was a 
very mistaken idea that because one 
city on account of a sudden inflation of 
values, received an increased number of 
voters, that they should receive at once 
an increased representation. All Brit- 
ish Columbia was pleased lo see the 
prosperity of the several cities, but the 
prosperity of any particular section 
should not induce sectional legislation. 
This was the best and most economical 
measure that could be brought forward, 
and when tho country war. more devel- 
oped; it might be possible to bring for- 
ward a measure that would bo oven 
more fair. He therefore had pleasure 
in supporting this hill. 

The question was then put and car- 
ried on a division of 15 to 5, and the 
House adjourned until Monday.

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT THAT 
all lands or parcels' of lands within 
the City of Victoria upon which taxes have 
been due and In nrrear for two years shall 
bo told and the proceids applied n the 
reduction of such tuxes ; 

Bo it thorefore enacted by tho Mayor 
and Aldermen of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria. :— 

I. The Collector of the Municipal Council 
of the City of Victoria is hereby authorized 
and directed, whensoever liixcson any hind 
bav-3 been duo for two years preceding the 
current year, to submit to the Mayor of the 
City of Victoria a list in duplicate of all the 
hinds liable under the provisions of this 
By-law tobosbld fortaxo3, with the amount 
of arrears against each lot set opposite to 
the same ; and the Mayor shall authenticate 
such lists by alllxinii thereto' the seal of the 
Corporation and his signature, and one of 
such lists shall be deposited with the clerk 
of the Corporation and the other shall be 
returned to the Collector with a warrant 
thereto annexed under the band of the 
Mayor nnd tho seal of tho Corporation, 
commanding him to levy upon the land for 
the arrears duo thereon, with bis costs. 

•2. Itshill notbotbodutyof theCollector 
to make inquiry before oficotlng a sale of 
land.) for taxes to ascertain whether or not 
there is any distress upon the land ; nor 
shall he be bound to inquire into or form 
any opinion of the valuo of the hind.

Harbor and Extensive Dockage 
to be Provided.
